There 
were restrikings in connection with the Copper Company of Upper 
Canada muling with the Myddleton obverse. The pieces are all 
salesmen's samples made by Boulton as there was no intention to 
issue any silver. If it is in lovely proof condition, I think 
you can list it without concern as to restrikes or copies as 
these are the only ones known of the proper mating.

Unfortunately, our own 
research shows that these are based somewhat on a false assumption. The 
1875 San Francisco Mint Trade Dollar comes with a berry under the left claw 
of the eagle as well as without a berry under the left claw of the eagle. 

We have found an 1875 S with the berry tfiich is not the same die as the 
submitted coin. Therefore, unless better evidence is available of the 
under Mint mark, one cannot state that it exists. 

The die break on the piece submitted seems the same as described 
in the last two NSM articles, particularly across STA but after passing 
across the top of MERIGA it fades out and then begins again on the underside 
of TRADE DOLLAR.

The S on the 1909 S VDB has an unnatural top stroke 
on the S. I compared it to a genuine one. It is an alteration. 

The D on the 1914 has a moat around it. I feel it is 
an alteration. 

The D on the 1916 dime seems quite normal to me. The 
black spot below is the same as another spot elsewhere. O.K. 

Perhaps A. N. A. C. S. has more expertise on mint 
mark additions than we and has shown it merits support.

The Voce Populi coin you submitted is dated 1760, and 
illustrated on Plate V £9 in Nelson's book. Your coin is cast '• 
and is genuine. 

In my opinion the idea of these pieces being dated 1700 
is a fiction. The red book says 1700 is a possible die maker's, 
error, but unfortunately Nelson illustrates on Plate V #10 the 
identical piece illustrated in the red book showing the 6 as a 
normal 6. When pieces are cast the top of the 6 could readily be 
filled in. Some of the varieties are struck, but when cast: or struck, 
coins are used for reproduction by casting them, all kinds of diffi- 
culties arise. I am sending a copy of this letter to Ken Bressett 
so that he can correct the red book If he agrees. The coin is 
returned herewith.

Thank you for your suggestions as to the solution of counterfeit 


and altered pieces in the New York paper money I bought at the November 30, 
1974 auction. 


I have found over 10 so-called NY notes from states other than NY 


which have had the place of issue altered to New York. On a few the name of 
the bank has been altered. There are at least 30 counterfeits in the lots I 
acquired (including the six cent City of New York of 1814 which was a reprint 
from a book) . 

There is one note which is a counterfeit with an altered bank name 
(Dutchess County Bank, America). 


Naturally, counterfeits and alterations are of interest to some 


extent, but not like originals. I paid good prices for the banknotes. I suggest 
that you ask the owner if I can have a $250 credit on each of the estimated 
number of counterfeits and alterations or an aggregate of $100. That seems 
modest enough.

Your letter of January 28, 1975, asked me to list the 
counterfeits in the group I bought. I went even farther. I xeroxed 
those which are altered or counterfeit. 

I admit that counterfeit detection is not easy and to many 
not very important. I have sent pictures of 30 counterfeits and 5 
alterations and I have listed 8 more alterations. An inspection will 
show this to be true. In the Bank of Port Jervis look at the city of 
PORT JERVIS and see where the FIVE is scraped away to change it, etc. 
Look at the Central Bank Cherry Valley and note the crudeness of 
Rawdon & Hatch or of the vignette. 

As to the New York City 1814, there was a 1 cent in Lot 614 
which I bought. None with printed signatures are genuine. If Stack 
offered one like I bought or one like was in Lot 611, then a $100 price 
T\»as slightly shocking. 

I am sure the former owner will realize the soundness of my 
position. I hope you do too. 

If you want more proof I'll get the old books listing counter- 
feit notes. New York banks usually paid their genuine notes and that 
is why counterfeits survive.
